Webb Monument Unveiled: As a m ajor generals 
salute of thirteen guns resounded over the slopes of 
Cemetery Ridge on Tuesday afternoon, the folds of a 
large American flag dropped gracefully from the im ­ 
posing new statue to General Alexander Stewart 
Webb, and the latest addition to the monuments on 
G ettysburg’s far-fam ed battlefield was formally un­ 
veiled. 
The unveiling followed the brief opening portion of 
the dedicatory program which consisted of music, a 
prayer by Rev. W. T. Pray, and the opening address 
by Colonel Lewis R. Stegm an. 
Miss Anne R. Alex­ 
andre pulled the cords th a t held the Stars and 
Stripes about the heroic statue of her distinguished 
grandfather, and as the flag dropped, the first guns 
of the salute were fired by Battery E, 3d United 
States Artillery. The others followed at brief inter­ 
n s until the prescribed num ber was completed. 
Included in the afternoon’s program were an elo­ 
quent patriotic oration by Governor W hitman. General 
Horatio C. King’s poem on “G ettysburg”; addresses 
by General Jam es W. Latta, of Pennsylvania, Colonel 
Andrew Cowan, of Louisville, and Or. J. G. R. Miller, 
of Philadelphia; and short speeches by several other 
veterans. “The S tar Spangled B anner” and the bene­ 
diction by Oscar L Severson concluded the exercises.

T 
HE mysterious operation of putting seeds 
into the good earth and covering them 
up has always fascinated me. 
Just think 
of the patience and faith of the planter who 
puts them into the ground. 
He trusts Na­ 
ture. 
And I think that he also has a sense 
of God in his heart. 
The planter must have pleasant thoughts 
as he walks over his ground and opens up the 
earth here and there and puts the seeds into 
their sleeping bed—though they do very lit­ 
tle sleeping, for they start moving about at 
once. 
The anticipation, the future pictures 
that form in his mind, and the plans of his 
life, each flows through his imagination. He 
is cheered and a certain healthy satisfaction 
broods about him. 
How wonderful to be a 
planter! 
But planters do not always plant in the 
ground. 
They go about in little villages, at 
resorts, on excursions, and into offices here 
and there. 
They walk busy streets in big 
cities. They attend conferences. They visit 
friends. 
And everywhere they plant—ideas, 
cheer, beauty, and hope. 
Thus it is that we 
all become planters—and help to reap char­ 
acters for the world. 
You cannot talk Ave minutes with an in­ 
telligent and interesting human being with­ 
out getting caught in the seeds of that mind 
or personality, and carrying them off with 
you—later, perhaps, to gain a harvest from 
them. You plant. 
He plants. Where there 
is planting there is growth and produce. 
We plant without knowing about it, or 
even thinking about it. 
Seeds drop from 
our minds from the pods of maturity and 
often we have no ideas as to where they 
nestle in fertile soil, or when they reach the 
light and go on blessing the world. It doesn’t 
matter, however, so long as we keep plenty 
in storage awaiting the opportunity to drop 
them somewhere. 
You cannot remain very happy without be­ 
ing a planter of good seeds, and without be­ 
ing inspired when good seeds are planted 
within your own mind and heart.

The Literary Guidepost 
By John Selby 


I SAW FRANCE FALL,” by Rene de ( ham brim 
(Morrow: $2.50). 
BAjOST interesting of all the dozens of books on 
I t ! 
prance in the current crisis is Rene de Chani- 
brun’s “I Saw France Fall." This is not because, like 
Anne Morrow Lindbergh, Captain de Cham brun has 
a “planetary” view of the m atter. 
It is precisely 
because he has a very earthy view of it all. 
De 
Cham brun is French. 
He went into the brief war 
as a Frenchm an 
He came out of it the same. 
The book is moving also because it is not forever 
bending backward to m aintain w hat people call im ­ 
partiality 
The Captain does give everyone his due, 
as the Captain sees it 
But he makes no secret of 
the fact th at Laval is his father-in-law , and it is no 
secret to anybody else th at a m an born into his 
circle and so sponsored would naturally see the whole 
tragic m atter from what the communists would have 
us call an “upperclass” position. 
Thirdly, as the preachers say. the book is useful be­ 
cause (unlike Maurois’ recent product! it is written 
as a day-to-day experience in term s of wives and 
parents and children the author m et and served in 
one or another way. He met m any in high positions 
too, but the most effective sections of the book are 
such part, as the second chapter, in which he de­ 
scribes the people of Lorraine as he saw them at 
the precise moment war came. 
On th a t day of 
evacuation (because the villages he saw were on the 
M aglnot line) the farmers and villagers left on one 
hours notice, according to a prearranged plan — and 
he heard no word of complaint. 
His description of 
those scenes is deeply affecting. 
Our author lived like a mole for three months in 
the Maginot line, 
He served as liaison officer for a 
number oi British brigades, accompanied Lord G ort 
as the latter inspected the M aginot Line was inter- 
pretei tor King George when he visited the front. 
Alter blistering service in Flanders and Belgium he 
landed in Arras in time to be given im portant mes­ 
sages for Faris — and the only way to get to Paris 
was via Dunkerque and England. 
Then to America 
on a futile mission. 
If it had no "lesson” to teach this still would be 
a grand book. 
It does have a lesson to teach, how­ 
ever, which is that France’s concentration on de­ 
fense aa against offense, aided by the softness and 
m i s t a k e s ol 
government 
and 
the 
communist- 
fomented unrest in labor circles, cost France her 
honor.

Oct. 16 (A P )—Presi 
dent Roosevelt today assumed full 
control over the sale or export of 
raw and manufactured products vital 
to the national defense program, 
after 
invoking 
the 
government’s 
power to requisition any equipment, 
munitions, machinery, 
tools, ma­ 
terials or supplies needed to prepare 
the nation for any emergency. 
In an executive order the President 
ordered the Army and Navy muni­ 
tions board yesterday to make an 
immediate survey to determine the 
necessity for requisitioning any of 
the items deemed necessary for na­ 
tional defense purposes. 
The board was authorized at the 
same time to determine whether it 
Is in the public interest to sell, or 
otherwise dispose of, any of the 
articles or materials requisitioned. 
fa n Regain Possession 
The President’s action was con­ 
sidered very far reaching and sig­ 
nificant. Defense experts said that 
under that authority the United 
States could regain possession of 
many war materials, equipment and 
supplies already sold but not yet 
shipped to foreign countries or in­ 
dividuals.

of export control, included reten­ 
tion of the following: 
Vitally important machine tools 
already sold to, or on order for 
Soviet Russia. 
Planes ordered by Sweden, not 
yet delivered, which some fear may 
be seized by Germany or some other 
warring nation if they are shipped 
abroad. 
Planes sold to Thailand (Siam ) 
which, because of conditions in the 
Par East, might be used for pur­ 
poses detrimental to American in­ 
terests. 
Embargo Effective 
Scrap metals already sold to Japan, 
but not yet shipped, which might 
be converted into war munitions— 
as many tons have for the war 
against China—and used in an ex­ 
tension of the war theater in the 
Orient. 
President Roosevelt's announce­ 
ment was issued several hours before 
his recently proclaimed embargo on 
iron and steel scrap became effective 
at midnight. Prior to the embargo's 
effective date export licenses were 
required only for No. I grade scrap— 
now all 75 grades and categories are 
subject to the restrictions, and of­ 
ficials made no secret of their in­ 
tentions to refuse all licenses except 
those for western hemisphere na­ 
tions and Britain.
